6 or 6 minutes on deck. 1 yave-orders to. 
be called when Ockseu was on, the four 
points bearing. Ocksetl\ was’ then: about 
two or two and a half’ points on tho star- 
board bow. Whilo sleeping in tho chart 


room, the necond officer ehovted out my |- 


name. I rushed out on to the, bridge,” 
and as I did ao, ‘I saw white and green’ 
lights broad on my port bow.
